CHICAGO COURTS, 
THE BSALKEY 4 GERSON CAsE. . 

A petition asking for a writ of habeas corpus 
was filed yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court by the bankrupt firm of Salkey & Gerson. 
It will be remembered that about two weeks ago 
Judge Blodgett committed these bankrupts to 
jail for refusing to give iv a satisfactory manner 
an aceount of about 620,000 of their property 
which it appeared bad disappeared from their 
store bet a een January and October, 1873, and 
immediately preceding their bankrupicy. 

The petition sets out at length the proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy againat them, the orders for 
their examiuation and committal, and à portion 
of their testimony taken before Register Hib- 
bard. It appears that Gerson was asked to give 


| a full account of his property, and the disposi- 


tion be had made of it, and replied that he could 
not farther than be had done. Salkey, io re; ly 
to a eimilar question, said be could not add any- 
thing to Gerson's statement, exceptthat the Mar- 
sha] had taken it. The petition thea states that 
they were imprisoned, not because they had failed 
to give a statement, nor because they bad 
failed to give any account, but because they bad 
failed to give an account satisfactory to the 
Judge. For this they thought tuef, could not be 
legal y imprisoned, and asked that the cause be 
reviewed by Judge Drummoad. 

‘A short argument was bad yesterday morning 
before Judge Drummond, counsel for the peti- 
tioners insisting that the Cirouit Court could re- 
view all orders and decisions of the District 
Court, whilethe course! for the creditors insist.

THE TAX ON TEA AND COFFEE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury recommend- 
ed to Congress that the duty ontea and cof- 
fee be restored, and he gave the facts show- 
ing that the repeal of the duties in 1872 was 
no relief to the consumers, because the prices 
at the places of production— China, Brazil, 
and Cuba—were immediately advanced to the 
amount of the repealed duty. The result has 
been that consumers have been paying just 
as much for their tea and coffee since the re- 
peal as they would have had to pay had the 
duty not been removed, The only effect of 
the repeal of the tax has been a loss of sev- 
eral millions of dollars of revenue, which has 
been transferred to the foreign producers. 
This matter is so plain that no thought 
ful person can fail to understand it. 
Taxes on imports are of two kinds: 1. 
Those which produce revenue. 2. Those 
which are intended to be partially prohibi- 
tory, and which are divided in the proportion, | 
say, of one-fourth to the Government am! 
three-fourths to the protected classes.” Un. 
der the first kind, a tax of ten millions of dol. 
lars on imports is paid by the consumer, and 
the whole is paid into the National Treasury. 
Under the second kind, a tax of ten millions 
of dollars is paid by the consumer, and of 
this, two millions and a half are collected by 
the Treasury, and the other seven millions 
and a half are divided as bounties among the 
protected classes. A ta on a and coffee is 
a purely revenue tax; it is paid into the 
Treasury, while a tax on salt, «umber, iron, 
cloth, etc., is a protective tax. Assuming 
that the domestic article consumed in the 
country is three times as great in quan- 
tity as the imported article, a tax on salt 
falls upon all the salt consumed, but the 


word 28 per cent; therefore it is that we 
thank Thee and Congress for the inestimable 
merey of a free breakfast. 

The men engaged in the iron manufacture 
are the most vehement in their opposition to 
the restoration of this tax on tea and coffee,

tion of the trade. In the New York Times

The low pride of iron is due to the 
falling off inthe demand caused by the panic. 
The writer, however, states certain important 
facts. He says: 

In reviewing the market there is one important fact 
that should not be overlooked, and that is the meuns of 
eccuring a foreign outlet for the surplus production of 
fron. This is one remedy for the evil which must 
needs be tered when trade is iu the state that 
it is at present, and it is generally regarded as a eafety- 
valve in periods of depression. We have had 
no competition from abroad, and, unless it be on the 
Pacific coast, there has not been a single bar of English 
railroad tron imported during the year. Some Bess- 
emer etee) ruila, which have been incorrectly reported 
as iron, have, however, been used. The cheapness of 
these rails, as compared with English prices, attracted 
considerable trade from Canada, and in this way from 
15,000 to 20,000 tons have been taken in bond, at from 
$33 to $42, gold. . Yhedmport from abroad has 
almost entirely ceased, and the present high tariff gives 
home makers, practically, a monoroly of the market. 
The prices for foreign railaim January of last year 
weré trom $108 to $110, gold, and of American the

Here is the confession that, during the last 


“year, our iron manufacturers have been able 


to undersell the British in Canada; that there 
has been no British bar-iron imported to this 
country in 1874, and no pig-iron except some 
small quantities of Scotch pig which are es- 


| sential to mix with the American pig in mak- 


ing iron bars. In fact, these iron-men have 
—and boast of it—an absolute monopoly in 
the iron trade of the United States. Never- 
theless, they are fiercely demanding at Wash- 
ington an increase even of the present high 
taxes on iron, and opposing the restoration 
of the revenue tax on tea and coffee. 


THE POLICY OF SHORT CUTS. 

The Hon. rr A. Honor. of Illinois, 
has proposed in 4 caucus of Republican mem- 
bers of Congress that the present Congress, 
which expires on the 3d of March next, shall, 
in addition to making the appropriations for 
the support of the army for the year ending 
June 30, 1876, also make the appropriations 
for the year ending June 30, 1877; in other 
words, two years ahead. The reason given 
for this extraordinary legislation is that, the 
next House being Democratic, that body may 
refuse to make the appropriacions for the 
army which the Government may demand. 

We fail to see, in the snggested reason, any 
justification for any such proceeding as that 
proposed by Mr. Hunlnor and seconded by 
Gen. Burize. It is within the realms of 
possibilities that the House of Representa- 
tives may be Democratic not only for two 
years, but for four years, and we think such 
d result may be counted among the certain- 
ties unless the present Congress abstain from 
a variety of vicious legislation which has been 
proposed, and which will:be urged, and which 
may be enacted. Itis true the next House 
of Representatives will be Democratic, 
and members of the present House 
might profitably ask themselves why it is 
that, while the present House stands, in 
round numbers, 200 Republicans to 92 Demo- 
crats, the next House will contain 200 Demo- 
crats and 92 Republicans. These may not be 
the exact figures, but they are proportion- 
ately correct, If they will inquire they will 
learn that the Republicans were in a ma- 
jority of two-thirds in the session of 1873, 
and that that Congress voted the nus of 
back-pay, and forward-pay; they will re- 
member, also, that that Congress made such 
extravagant appropriations for every branch 
of the public service for the year 1878-4 that at 
the end of the year there was a deficit in the 


Treasury, compelling the Government to 


present Congress has fully as much as it can 
manage in attending to its own business, and 
not undertake to legislate for its successors. 
Already the Republicans have lost one Honse, 
and their power in the other is se: ou ly 
threatened and impaired: A few more 
changes and the Democrats will have 
a majority in both branches of Con- 
gress, The legislation now proposed 
by Hvuatzor and Bort is just 
the kind to perpetuate the public opposition 
to the further prosecution of the war which 
closed ten years ago. The same people, in 
the aggregate, that elected the present Re- 
publican House, have gince elected their 
Democratic successors. Let the next Con- 
gress meet its own responsibilities. Let the 
Democrats attempt revolution if they dare, 
but let this Congress mind its own business ; 
let it keep clear of Tem Scort, and Jar 
Cooxx, and the Freedman’s Bank; let it get 
rid of the dead-beat KxL Loo and the Louisi- 
ana scandal ; let it keep its own hands clean, 
and it will do more to head off the Democrats 
than can ever be done by attempting to legis- 
late for its successors. 


SILLY PELICANS. 

To put it in very mild language, the people 
of New Orleans are making asses of them- 
selves in their treatment of Gen. Smzrman. 
In the pursuance of their impotent revenge 
and blind hatred, they have recourse to a 
series of systematic annoyances of the Gen- 
eral, which are not only cowardly, but puerile 
and unworthy of grown-up men and women. 
It is considered the proper thing for men to 
gather together in the hotels and abuse him 
for the military operations of Jan. 4, with 
which he had nothing to do; and for women 
to look black and frown upon him as they 
pass him on the street. The roughs hang 
him in effigy. Shopkeepers expose carica- 
tures of him in their windows, and dolls 
dressed to imitate him, with some scurrilous 
legend inseribed upon them. Actresses 
on the stage curry popular favor 
by introdneing allusions to him in low 
‘‘ gags.” Singers chant ribald songs in which 
his name occurs. Young women at the opera 
change their seate when he comes in their 
neighborhood. The whole population, in 
fact, in the ecstacy of its hatred, which is 
barren of any definite result, vents its spleen 
as children do by making faces, turning up 
their noses, and calling names ; and, as the fe- 
male sex at the Sonth is specially accom- 
plished in this direction, having had some ex- 
perience during the War of the Rebellion with 
Gen. Burien, and during the war of 1812 
with Gen. Jaczson, both of whom were ex- 
posed to the same sort of obloquy, the 
women devote their spare time to 
this elevating and womanly business. Even 
the male sex has forgotten the Pacxarps 
and Keizoces, the real authors of their 
troubles, and concentrates its venom on Sur 
Wax principally because Suzripan is a Union 
man and a soldier, a rough rider, and a bold 
fighter. Perhaps such conduct ought to be 
expected from a foreign people, bought of a 
foreign country, kept from being disloyal to 
the Union in the last war with Great Britain 
by Gen. Jackson, and in the Warof Secession 
by Gen. Burier, and fastened into the body 
politic by bayonets, three times driven in; 
but we hardly expected such a large-hearted. 
magnanimous, and chivalric people—people. 
whose honor is so sensitive that it is tainted 
by anything plebeian coming between them 
and the wind—capable of lowering themselves 
to such petty, picayunish, childish displays 
of spleen. We had supposed that the peo- 
ple of New Orleans would have wrapped 
themselves up in their dignity, and greeted 
Gen, Summa with freezing hauteur and 
silence. In place of that they are acting in a 
manner more like monkeys than men, dis- 
playing a spleen which is infantile, and ex- 
posing themselves to the ridicule of the 
whole country. It only adds to the ridic- 
ulousness of their actions that Gen. Suzrrman 
himself is not affected by them. He goes on 
his way as quietly and calmly as if he were 
attending to routine business in Chicago, 


the mercy of foreign powers, A week of coast- 
warfare would destroy more wealth than will 
be required in years to keep our navy in prime 
condition for defense and offenge. Such are 
the views of the Admiral. After all, is not 
our chief reliance in powerful guns in earth- 
works, rather than in iron-clads or monitors? 
This seems to be the opinion of the President, 
as expressed in his recent special message. 
THE ROTTEN BOROUGHS. 

The proposition to admit two more “ rotten 
borough” States, with four Senators, into 
the Union, is beginning to meet with the hos- 
tility which such an absurd proposition de- 
serves. The Cincinnati Commercial, referring 
to the engineers of the scheme, who want to 
get into office, says: 

We presume they are as good men as the average of 
their fellow-politicians; but we utterly deny that the 
country owes them anytning, and we especially deny 
that it is fair or right for Congress to dilute our politi- 
eal system for no valid reasom in the world, by voting 
to create new States which may give these gentlem«n 
the seats of Senators and Representatives. Let Con- 
gress wait for the facts. Let another dewennial census 
come round, and show whether these would-be States 
are really advancing with rapid strides im population 
and intelligence, or are simply mushroom growths 
without the elements which have made great Uommon- 
wesiths of some of the Northwestern States in a very 
few years. By the last census three-fourths of the 
adult population of New Mexico could neither read nor 
write, What kind of a people is that to be clothed 
with the full power and panuply of a State in a Repub- 
lic whose institutions rest upon the intelligence of its 
citizeus ? . 

Gen. Hazen, in his North American Review 
article, to which we have before alluded, con- 
tributes some important testimony bearing 
upon this point. He says: é 

It is possible that, at some remote period, the good 
lands of the country may be 80 densely populated as 
to cause many to seek a precarious existence by such 
meager farm ng as is possible in this region; but, until 
then, the occasional great stock-grower, the scattered 
groups of miners, and the fortunate farmer, or groups 
of them, in the narrow valleys, who can control a lit- 
tle water for irrigation, will comprise the population. 
As an example of such populations we have Nevada, 
where about all its capacity im this direction is utilized, 


it has been represented in QGongress, by its two Sena- 
tors, for ten years, and it hae a population of about 


40,000, or about one-third as many as a singe Congres- 
etonai District in the populous States. And New Mexi- 
co, which for twenty years has been in our full occupa- 
tion, is another example, It costes many million dol- 
lars for its administration; yet take away tne army, 
its hangers-on, and the trausient miners, and the re- 
maiming American population could ait in the shade of 
a good-sized apple-tree, 

The proposition is so wrongful upon its 
face that there is little room for argument. 
No valid reason has yet been offered why they 
should be admitted. On the other hand, 
there is every reason why they should not be. 
No cause can be adduced which can warrant 
the admission of a State of 40,000 or 50,000 
people, and giving it an equal number of 
Senators with States having 38,000,000 or 
4,000,000 of people. H Colorado and New 
Mexico are admitted, there is no reason why 
Montana, Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, Arizona, 
Dakota, and Washington Territory should 
not be admitted also, and given State repre- 
sentation in the Senate. They now have 
one Delegate each in the House of 
Representatives to look after their in- 
terests, and that is enough for Ter- 
ritories which only contain the popula- 
tion of a single county in the populous States. 
The whole population of the nine or ten Ter- 
ritories, and the State of Nevada added, is 
not equal to that of the City of Chicago or St. 
Louis. The demand for State representation 
by those Territories, with their handful of 
people, is every way unreasonable, illogical, 
and absurd, besides being a gross wrong to 
the populous States. There should be a uni- 
versal protest against this attempt of a few 
politicians to place Colorado, with its 50,000 
people, and New Mexico, with its 90,000 half- 
breeds, three-fourths of whom can neither 
read nor write, into the United States Senate 
on an equal footing with New York or Illinois. 
If they are admitted, then let all the rest of 
them in. Congress has no moral right to 
discriminate against one ‘‘ rotten borough ” 
and in favor of another,

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RELIGIOUS ORDERS IN MEXICO. 
By a recént vote of the Mexican Congress, 


the order of nuns éalled the Sisters of Chari- 
ty in that country were formally disbanded 
and ordered to disperse. This was the last 
religious order left in a country which only a 
few years ago swarmed with them. Before 
the French occupation of Mexico, it was esti- 
mated that the monks, nuns, and other 
church corporations, owned one-third of all the 
land in Mexico, and the best lands at that ; 
now, with the dispersement of the Sisters of 
Charity, not oneof these societies is left. This 
governmental crusade against religious orders 
will generally appear to be cruel in this country, 
where there are scarcely any monks, and 
where the nuns, such as Sisters of Charity and 
Sisters of Mercy, command respect even from 
Protestants for their admirable care of the 
sick and visiting of the poor. But the relig- 
ious orders in Mexico were very different 
from anything we have as yet experienced in 
this country. They had become an insup- 
portable burden to the people. ‘They were a 
treacherous element in politics, and a leprosy 
in morals. The people bore with them in 
patience, and on account of their devotion 
to the Roman Church, until they had betray- 
ed Mexico to the rule of the French. The 
popular revolution against them began in 
Maximilian’s time, and has now been com- 
pleted with their entire extermination. 
Some members of religious orders which 
retained their moral and religious character 
have emigrated en masse to other countries ; 
but the depravity which had been reached by 
these classes is well illustrated in the circum- 
stance, told by a correspondent writing from 
the City of Mexico, that most of the friars 
have become brigands and gamblers, and 
many of the former nuns are now following 
an open life of shame, 

This Mexiean war against religious orders 
is by no means exceptional. It is not even 
the first time that it has been found necessary 
to break them up in 4 Catholic country. In 
former times they became so loose in morals 
or so dangerous in politics that they fre- 
quently encountered the opposition of so- 
ciety as organized into government. France

THE NAVY. 

Admiral Ponrxn's annual report for 1874 on 
the navy is not pleasant reading to an Ameri- 
can, however entertaining it may prove to 
nations which consider war with the United 
States as one of the possibilities of the 
future. 

The larger portion of our ships are of 
wood. They have neither improved ma- 
chinery nor improved guns. European navies 
can out-sail and out-shoot thea with ease. 
A fleet of one-fourth the size, builton modern 
principles, could destroy them. One such 
vessel as the British ram Invincible could 
sink our entire wooden navy! There are 
forty-eight monitors on the register. Six of 
them are fit for service. Even they, how- 
ever, would be of little avail against the In- 
vineible. Their guns could not hurt her, unless 
they were at very close quarters, and her 
guns could pierce their armor through and 
through. They cannot be used for anything 
but harbor-service, if the weight of their 
plating should be increased, because a heavy 
sea would swamp them. Of the forty-eight 
iron-clads, thirty-one can be of no use except 
to sink as harbor-obstructions.” Only one of 
them, the Dictator, has any speed. As a 
whole, our navy is to that of foreign powers 
as a foot-soldier armed with a pistol is to a 
mounted man in armor armed with a breech- 
loading rifle.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION IN MISSOURI. 

While the people of Wisconsin, IIlinois, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa bave lately shown a disposition 
to let up on the railroads and pursue a friendlier 
policy towards them, the Legisiatare of Mis- 
souri is just now taking steps to make laws for 
their State which, if passed, will be 
still more onerous and oppressing thav 
the celebrated Potter law. Heretofore. the 
railroad om Mirsouri 21 — a 
most conciliatory policy towards Legislature, 
and have thus siaved off all that nofriendly leg- 
lation which has characterized the Assemblies 
of other Western States during the past two or 
three winters. With the opening of this session 
the roads prociaimed that they would neither 
a-k nor graut favors.
